The Office of the Attorney
Generd hasfound that this regulation is exempt from the APA under Section 9-6.14:4.1 B 3.

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Under the provisions of § 33.1-12(3), the Commonwedlth Transportation Board (CTB)
has generd authority to make regulations concerning use of the system of state highways.
However, the specific authority for thisregulation is from 88 33.1- 33 of the Code of Virginia.
Under 833.1-33, the Commonwesdlth Transportation Commissioner “may, when requested by the
governing body of a gate inditution, assume the maintenance of any road Stuated within the
grounds of such state ingtitution which has heretofore been or is hereafter established and
constructed by such indtitution to standards acceptable to the Commissioner.” Roads accepted
for maintenance under the provisions of this section are consdered part of the State Highway
System, but the state ingtitution still exercises police power over such roads.

Since the regulation does not specify what standards must be met, the Commissioner has
wide discretion in determining what design specifications are gppropriate.

Thisregulation does not exceed the minimum requirements of the state mandate.
